Toe Oudh Ukhbar, of the 13th October, publishes the fol- 
Jowing under the heading ‘‘ Various opinions concerning the 
Local Government of Oudh” :—‘* The administration of Mr. 
R. H. Davies, Chief Commissioner, will long be remembered. 
The good effected in the way of public reform has been most 
complete, and for this reason we bring some of this gentle- 
man’s measures furward. The Choongee (Town Duty) of the 
City of Lucknow was a very hard one, and the tax was very 
severely enforced; but being an especial order, or Royal 
patent, some of the misguided yet bolder ones, like stopping 
the mouth of a hungry dog with a morsel of food, used to 
give something to the Fax-collector, and thus save themselves. 
In short, at first much trouble and sorrow was caused by 
this hard measure, which was got. up as a great boon for Hind 
by the great and supreme, &e., &c., &c. When our Local 
Government made this discovery, such a merciful order was 
passed that it effected general good, and now no discomfort: is 
experienced ; all are grateful to this gentleman,” &.,&c. The 
Writer proceeds. to speak in high terms of the Municipal. Com- 
Mittee, the system of appointing Honorary Magistrates, and 
other institutions similar to Lahore, Delhi, &c., and the working 
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of the same. He is further of opinion that the prevalence 


of theft will be considerably lessened, and that if the people 
of the country work honestly.and, uprightly in these offices 
for the administration of justice; they will be only discharging 
their own duty according to their own rights. ‘The arrange. 
ments when famine threatened were.also so good, that if the 
calamity had come Oudh would have been spared. The 
taluokdars have a guide given'them® for the benefit of the 
cultivators from. the Financial Commissioner. Great attention 
was paid to the eanals and other pub:ic works, The Govern- 
ment of India was made aware of the real state of affairs, 
the results of the seasons being ‘shown, and such measures 
were adopted as proved most profitable to the people,” &e., de. 
The writer goes on to narrate how these measures were 
happily rendered unnecessary in consequence of Oudh having 
been blessed with rain, but that still the gocd arrangements 
made were allowed to stand; and he advocates the introduc- 
tion of canal irrigation, if it can be carried out, after due consul- 


tation with competent engineers: “He proceeds : —*‘ Although 


the wish of our King of Oudh was to keep the city in 
a flourishing condition, the British Government work for the 
general good, and the advantages to the country are general. 
But for the Charity Committee of Lucknow, and its flourish- 


ing condition, we feel grateful to Colonel Barrow, for there is 


nothing like it, or to equal it, in any other city of Hindosthan,” 
&c., &c. The writer goes on to say that he is grateful for all 
these benefits, which are most praiseworthy, and that for the 
present he closes his article with a list of things from which 
good results will be produced :-—“ First,—In the levying of taxes 
something should be lessened—on grain in the first instance; 
for although the revenue may be somewhat less by this mea- 
sure, still trade will benefit by it. This can be done in con- 
sultation with the Deputy’ Commissioner;  secondly,—The 
urgent expenses of the Municipal Commission, and the works 
which would be of public ‘benefit: are set aside; and the money 
used in other things: at least. half of the income ought. to. be 
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devoted to the City.of Lucknow. Some arrangements should 
be made for the provision of beggars i in the city, in/ order to 
check the nuisance caused by them in the city. Pf Police 
establishment should be increased, because it is nt sufficient 
for so large a city. : That the reldenia of the city, be cautioned | 
against the use of indecent and obscene language, and that 
an Act be passed to prevent it; that bho expenses attending 
marriage ceremonies be lessened in times of scarcity; and that, 
as is done in the Punjab and the North-Western Provinces, 
copies of all works published be forwarded,” &., &e. The 
writer promises to return to the subject as soon as ‘he knows 
the result of what he has already written. | 


Referring to the disturbance which took place at Nicsenk, 
during the Ram Leela festival between some sepahis and the 
Police, the editor remarks that if the authorities listen to all: 
that he says about the matter, good results will follow. If 


he were asked to describe the heroism of the Civil Police, he 
could fill a whole office. ‘* Except that the Police are com-. 
bined with thieves, and all sorts of bad characters, whom they ; 
aid in committing. all sorts of enormities in the bazaars, they 
are not worth anything. The idea of life and property being 
safe is an idle dream, and all thisis well. known to the Courts, 
But, independent of this, the idea the Government had of 
the services the Police might render in the time of need has, 
been proved erroneous whenever they have been tried. More- 
over, whenever the ery of ‘thief’ is raised, the Police 
vanish from their posts and the neighbourhood, as if they 
had not been within miles of it, and could not even have 
known where the thief was, or where he has escaped to, 

Then they ery aloud ‘ catch him,’ ‘seize him,’ &., &., 

The working of tle law in Act V. of 1856 1s 80 ontoead, 
that the Magistrate and Police may be plaintiff and defend- 
ant, and in the generality of cases criminals have been 
released. While the Police stood rubbing their hands, severe | 
punishments have been given. In the present instance, 
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concerning what has taken place at Meerut, we are not trou. 
bled, because in many places such things have happened,” &c., 
&e. The writer goes on toadvise the Government, that itis the 
desire of Government that the Police arrangements should 
be for the public benefit, and that it would be a good plan 
for the Superintendents of Police to be made Assistants to 


Magistrates, and their orders passed through the Commis. 
sioners, &c., &.; and none but men of good family be 
employed in the Police, from the commissioned officers to the 
sepahis, good security being taken from them. Further, that 
the drilling system should be abolished, as it is a mere waste of 
time, but that instead of this they be made to study the rules 
and regulations,” &., &. The writer goes on to say that 
there is so much trouble experienced in bringing criminals to 
justice, that it is better not to complain at all. He further 
thinks it hard that if a complainant should make an evasive 
statement it should not be set down against him, because, 
generally speaking, the quiet or better class of men who are 
unconnected with Government are not in the least acquainted 
with the law; therefore it 1s not becoming to argue with them 
on points of law, for if they make the slightest mistake it 
goes against them. ‘‘ Enough—it is quite necessary for the 
Local Government to look well to such laws at every oppor- 
tunity, and we have great hope that the Government of India 
will look favourably on our views in this respect.” The writer 
then proceeds to state that he considers that there are too 
many Police Officers on high pay and allowances, but that 
the Constables who have to do the work are fairly paid, 
though their number should be increased. Ho draws at- 
tention to the fact, that “travellers going long journeys do not 
see a Police Constable for miles, and when the reason of this 
is asked, the reply is that it is in consequence of the pau- 

city of Police Constables. Let the Government of India 


look to this, ane — the lateons ae increasing the Police 
Force”, | 
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The Malwa Ukhbar, of the: 14th of October, refers to the 
complaint:of the inhabitants: of small villages in Bengal, of 
the want of hospitals for their sick. The Lieutenant-Governor 
is said to have accepted their petition, and has. called for 
the opinion of the Inspector-General of Hospitals on the 
subject, the result being that it has been decided that if 
every small village cannot have a hospital, every large one 
should be provided with one ; but the difficulty is that Sur- 
geons do not care to go to villages on small pay, because 
from Rs. 200 to 500 per .month is allowed them in other 
places, while not more than Rs. 100 would be allowed for 
this purpose; but he adds, “if this sum is increased to 
Rs. 250 they will most certainly go. The matter has been, or 
is to be referred to the Secretary of State by the Governor- 
General,”’ :

generally known, and that no mistaken notions concerning if 
might be indulged. Now-a-days the war on the frontier 
between the English and the Hussunzaies and Swatees is 
engaging attention. Thecauseof this hasfrum the first rested 
with these tribes, while on the side of the English there has 
been a good deal ‘ of affecting not to hear or know what 
was going on ; for this reason they became encouraged ; had 
they been well beaten at the first and punished for their 
conduct, in future they would not have been so troublesome. 
It is nothing strange that the Government have taken the 
steps’ it has, but it has been done more for the justice of the 
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country. * Still; up to the presént time the reason of all this 
war has not'‘been ‘published in any Government Gazette, and 
the people of the country through their own : ignorance give 
out thatthe war'is with Feroze Shah ; some say that it is the 
intention of Government to take Cabul, while others declare 
that the Russians are coming ; in short, each one has his own 
tale and idea on the subject, but the:wise and just will con- 
sider it quite proper on the side of the Government, and 
know full well that the British Government will never break 
their treaty with any country. Our meaning is, that when war 
is pending the ‘announcement that it isso should be made 
public through the Government Gazette, for itis to be regretted 
that people in general, and even those of high standing who read 
the papers as well as those who‘do not read them, join with 
the ignorant masses, and misrepresent matters without feeling 
the least shame. Therefore, as far as is possible, the Govern- 
ment ought to keep these people out of good appointments,”

The Dubdubba: Reeitin: of the 17th of ee sehiliis 
an article on the trade and commerce of Hindosthan. The 
Writer says:--* We all know that articles of consumption in 
England are perfected by means of machinery, the perfection 
and economy of which all the world approves. That articles 
made in-H indosthan bear no comparison, and even the natives 
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themselves'do not approve of them ; but still there are excep. 
tions, as some things are so well made in India, that the Chinese 
and English with all their skill and appliances cannot make 
them. Cashmere shawls, for instance, are brought to such 
perfection that all the kings of the. world wear them. The 
clever English have constructed many a machine for working 
such things, but they could not succeed in working the Oud. 
mere shawls, or Dacca muslins. History clearly shows that 
this cannot be donein England. Even now in Europe the 
fair and delicate ones wear dresses of Dacca muslin, which was 
sold in the days of Ackbar for from five to fifteen gold-mohurs 
according to quality, while even now in Cashmere shawls can 
be worked up to Rs. 7,000. But independent of this, the 
Cashmere paper, inkstands, gold and silver cloths, silks from 
Mooltan, carpets, Shajehanpore sugar, the Chunar earthenware, 
Jeypore and Gya marble work, are all worthy of notice. And 
if Hindosthan were to bring machinery into use it would soon 
surpass Europe,” &c., &e. | .
